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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment to the phthalocyanine type in Example 1 raises the issue of new matter. Although 
the originally filed designation for the phthalocyanine is clearly in error, there is no indication that the proposed correction for the 
phthalocyanine type is obvious correction. The proposed amendment to Example 2 also raises the issue of new matter because there is 
no indication that the original designation of that example's phthalocyanine type is in error or that the now proposed designation is the 
obvious correction . 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; the amendments have not been entered and the 
remarks are directed to the unentered amendments. The amendments to claims 13 and 34 would be entered if submitted separately 
from the specification amendments objected to above. However, even if entered, the claims would still be rejectable by the art in 
combination because Rokutanzono specifically suggests a particle size of 0.3 microns (see paper #6, p. 3), which is included within the 
scope of the proposed claims. The supporting art discloses particle sizes that include this size (see paper #6, p. 4). The art properly 
suggests the combination and there is no evidence of record to show an unexpected result as compared to Rokutanzono, which contains 
metal oxide particles in the photosensitive member's surface layer.. 
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
